S WNA is a citizens organization formed 
in the 1960s when the white Citizens’ 
Association and the black Civic Associ- 
tion merged to have the “obnoxious” 4 1/2 
treet repaired and renamed 4th Street. They 
;ot the repairs done, lights installed, and 
hen, “We put on the biggest celebration in 
he history of the city....It was the first time 
hat Negroes and whites paraded together in 
le history ofWashington.” (Words of a par- 
cipant, quoted from Washington At Home, 
edited by Katherine S. Smith, Chapter on 
outhwest, written by Keith Melder.) 

SWNA is a private, non-profit “volun- 
iry” organization whose money comes from 
rivate fund raising activities. It is also a 
nass” organization where any resident may 
articipate in malting basic decisions. Its offi- 
°rs and board of directors are chosen in pri- 
ately sponsored elections each March. In 
ddition to officers chosen at-large, represen- 
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tatives are chosen from each of the four quad¬ 
rants of the Southwest, as divided by M St., 
4th St. and Delaware Avenues. It conducts 
monthly community meetings to discuss 
issues of concern or present programs. 

Task Forces and committees work to fur¬ 
ther the mission of the Assembly which is to 
provide “charitable and educational” activi¬ 
ties and to include “.preventing and less¬ 

ening of neighborhood tensions in the 
Southwest Community, the elimination of 
prejudice and discrimination in said commu¬ 
nity, and the combating of community dete¬ 
rioration and juvenile delinquency” (Quoted 
from the Articles of Incorporation). 

Long-standing Task Forces are the Youth 
Activities, Scholarship, and the Southwester, 
the neighborhood newspaper. The most 
recent major activity was the Waterside 
Mall/Waterfront Task Force formed to 
address the problem of EPA’s departure from

the Mall. This group raised money and 
brought the Urban Land Institute Panel to 
Southwest. Their recommendations are now 
being studied. New committees, including a 
Safety Committee, have been formed and 
more are planned. 

What is an Advisory Neighborhood 
Commission, ANC? 

ANCs are nonpartisan, neighborhood 
organization made up of locally elected rep¬ 
resentatives called Advisory Neighborhood 
Commissioners. The Commissioners, who 
serve two-year terms without pay, are elected 
at DC elections in November in even-num¬ 
bered years, (i.e. 1998) 

The ANCs were established to bring gov¬ 
ernment closer to the people, and to bring 
the people closer to government. In addition 
to providing people with a greater say in the 
matters that affect their neighborhoods, 
ANCs were intended to end the duplication 
of effort caused by the proliferation of special 
citizen advisory groups. 

There are 37 ANCs. Each ANC area is 
subdivided into a number of smaller areas. 
Since only one Commissioner is elected per 
district, they are called Single Member Dis¬ 
tricts (SMDs). Each SMD consists of about 
2,000 people. Although the SMDS must 
have equal populations, ANCs may vary in 
size. Thus the largest ANC has 16 SMDs, 
and the smallest only two. There are 323 
SMDs city-wide. ANC 2D, which includes 
all of near Southwest (zip code 20024), con¬ 
tains 6 SMDs. 

Although the ANCs have little formal 
power, their main job is to be their neighbor¬ 
hood’s official voice in advising the District 
government (and Federal agencies) on things

the community and the need to run his busi¬ 
ness. He isn't all work and no play. Along with 
his wife, he enjoys the theater and has an exten¬ 
sive sculpture and art collection. It isn’t unusu¬ 
al to find the grandchildren playing in the same 
room as valuable works of art. The Bresler fam¬ 
ily involvement in Southwest began as early as 
1953 when Mrs. Bresler worked with young 
people at The SW House. In 1957 Bresler and 
Reiner was among the first businesses to come 
here to participate in the urban renewal plan. 
Bresler and Reiner began its work building 
townhouses and apartments and moved its 
main offices to Southwest in 1960. 


The Mall design was conceived as part of 
the urban renewal plan, relocating people who 
were living in substandard dwellings, many 
without heat, plumbing and electricity. With 
the completion of the Green line subway stop, 
much of the parking lot was taken up for 
entrance. Thus, turning it into something 
resembling a mouse maze. Mr. Bresler tried, 
and failed, to convince Metro to locate the 
entrance on 6th Street. It then took two and a 
half more years for him to persuade the city to 
move the cross walk to the east side of 4th & M

On the other hand, government agen¬ 
cies must give “great weight” to ANCs but 
not necessarily to other neighborhood 
groups. Given their complementary strengths 
and weaknesses, the ANC and the Assembly 
have worked, and will continue to work 
closely to protect and further the interests of 
the near Southwest neighborhood. E

District law 
says that agencies cannot take any action that 
will affect a neighborhood unless they give 
the appropriate ANC 30 days advance 
notice. This includes zoning, streets, recre¬ 
ation, education, social services, sanitation, 
planning, safety and health. The ANCs also 
initiate recommendations for improving city 
services, conduct neighborhood improve¬ 
ment programs, and monitor resident com¬ 
plaints.

so that people would not be crossing direcdy 
into traffic. 

There is more to the Mall than meets the 
eye. Under the parking lot and building are a 
garage, a sewer system and utilities; like the 
engine room of a large ship - this is what makes 
it all run. Mr. Bresler pointed out that GSA has 
sublet the offices vacated by EPA, whose lease 
runs through 2002, to Appletree Institute 
Charter Schools and the United Planning 
Organization. So, for die time being, most of 
the space is occupied by EPA or other organi¬ 
zations. 

Bresler and Reiner is a publicly traded 
company, with a long history of community 
involvement. They not only gave money 
toward the Urban Land Institute study but 
were instrumental in obtaining funds from the 
other businesses. A rent-free office at Water¬ 
side Mall has been provided for the Southwest 
Community Assembly. Mr. Sidney Bresler, 
Vice President of the WMC Management 
Company, has been attending Assembly meet¬ 
ings to address the concerns of the community. 

As of this writing, there are some sure 
things at Waterside Mall - the Safeway has just 
completed a renovation and has a 20-year lease

with options; CVS Drug Store and Nation's 
Bank are under long-term lease agreements. 
The staying power of the smaller businesses, 
however, will depend on their ability to con¬ 
tinue to make a profit. Since Waterside Mall 
has been removed from the Central Employ¬ 
ment Area of the Federal Government, there is 
no hope at present of replacing EPA with 
another federal agency. 

Some changes have already been made to 
the Mall such as brighter lights on the interior. 
New asphalt, parking space painting and 
brighter lights around the metro stop are 
planned for fall. Mr. Bresler is committed to 
making needed structural, mechanical and cos¬ 
metic repairs but does not believe it would be 
wise to refurbish at this point. There is too 
much yet to be decided—renovation of the 
waterfront, which is being opposed by the 
Waterfront Business Owners Association; 
implementation of the recommendations by 
Urban Land Institute and a commitment of 
funds from the city or federal government. 

Bresler and Reiner are facing the same 
problems as the rest of die community. Perhaps 
it's time to band togedier and accomplish 
something. H
